SHIP ANO CREW

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All Deeds Must Be Recorded I 


The new laws of the general assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, passed at the 1925 session of the legislature, are 
being sent out from Harrisburg. 
The book contains 416 new or 
amended laws that were enacted at this last session of the legisla­ 
ture, many of them of more than ordinary interest to the people 
of the commonwealth. 
Among the new laws passed and appnoved by the Governor, 
is one relating 
to the recording of deeds, conveyances, etc., for 
the sale of land. 
In the past if a purchaser did not care to re­ 
cord his deeds he could put them away somewhere, and as long 
as he knew where to get them the title to the property was his. 
But the new law makes it mandatory that all deeds and other 
conveyances of land shall be rec orded with the penalty for fail­ 
ure that it shall be adjudged fraudulent and void. 
The new law which becomes effective the 
first day of Jan­ 
uary, 1926, reads as follows: 
Section I. 
Be it enacted, &e., That all deeds, conveyances, 
contracts and other instruments of writing wherein it shall be 
the intention of the parties executing the same to grant, bargain, 
sell and convey any lands, tenements, or hereditaments situate in 
this Commonwealth, upon being acknowledged by the parties exe­ 
cuting tile same or proved in the manner provided by the laws 
of the Commonwealth, shall be recorded in the office o f the re­ 
corder of deeds in1 the County where such lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments ar* situate. 
Every such deed, conveyance con­ 
tract or other instrument of writing wfcich shall not be acknowledg­ 
ed 
or 
proved 
and 
recorded 
as 
aforesaid 
shall 
be 
ad­ 
judged 
fraudulent 
and 
void 
as 
to 
any 
subsequent 
bona 
fide 
purchaser

Section 2. 
This act shall take effect the first day of January, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six.

Washington, Sept. 16.—This year’s 
primaries, concluded Tuesday, 
have 
teen the most disastrous to Senators 
seeking renomination since the direct 
flection of Senators began. 
Togas are no life possessions. 
A recapitulation of senatorial cas­ 
ualties Wednesday showed that six 
members of the present Senate have 
failed to secure renomination. 
Sen­ 
ator Means, Republican, Colorado, was 
the last victim. 
Others who went 
down to defeat before him were Sen­ 
ator McKinley, Illinois; Senator Pep­ 
per, Pennsylvania; Senator Stanfield, 
Oregon; Senator Lenroot, Wisconsin, 
and Senator Cummins, Iowa, 
who 
died soon after the primary. 
Facing a hard battle in the pri­ 
maries, Senator Underwood, Demo­ 
crat, Alabama, declined to run again 
and will retire to his farm on the 
Potomac River. 
Senator 
Fernald, 
Maine, died several weeks ago, creat­ 
ing another vacancy. 
Eight seats, 
therefore, will have 
new occupants in the next Senate and 
the election is yet to come. 
If the 
usual percentage of election casual­ 
ties is maintained, the Senate will 
witness one of the most 
sweeping 
changes in its history. 
Others Lead Close Cats 
Some of those who won renomina­ 
tion did so by margins so narrow that 
t&ey will come back chastened men, 
thoroughly recognizing they have no 
life leases on these seats. 
The defeat of Senator Means, 
in 
Colorado, with the backing of his col­ 
logue, Senator Phipps, chairman of 
the Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee and one of the wealthiest 
aren in the Senate? caused surprise in 


Washington. 
The contest was com­ 


p lic a te d by local issues and the poli­ 


cie s of the administration were not at 
stake. 
Charles W. Waterman, who 
won the Republican nomination over 
Means, is a strong Coolidge support­ 
er, having managed the President’s 
pre-convention campaign in Coloorado 
two years ago. 
Colorado has been listed as one of 
the doubtful states in the election, 
and it 
believed here that Waterman 
will make a strong candidate to run 
against former Governor Sweet, who 
apparently has won the Democratic 
senatorial nomination. 
The nomina­ 
tion of Waterman bore additional sig­ 
nificance in the fact that it was a 
victory for Clarence C. Hamlin, Re­ 
publican, national committeemen in 
Colorado, over Senator Phipps for the 
State Republican organization lead­ 
ership.
